First Englishman in India

In the new session of the British Par. 


liament, when the TSLAT legislation for - 
e 


India will supersede all other questions, 
it is of interest to recall that the first 
Englishman to land in that country is 
said to have been Father Thomas 
Stephens, an English Jesuit, belonging to 
Wiltshire. The claim wus made some 
years ago by the late Dr. Louis Casar- 
telli, Roman Catholic Bishop of Salford, 
and apparently has never been disputed. 
Early in life he came under the influence 
of Edmund Campion and a few zealous 
Oxford students. The accounts of the 
early Jesuit missioners’ work in India 
had an inspiring influence on him. 
Stephens, along with a companion named 
Thomas Pounde, set out for Rome to start 
their seminary course. Stephens accom- 
plished his object, but Lis friend was 
apprehended en route, and was kept in 
prison for thirty years. On April 4th, 
1579, after completing his novitiate, 
Stephens sailed for the Far East, and 
arrived in the following October. His 
letters to his father had a powerful effect 
in stimulating a desire among London 
merchants to extend their enterprise to 
India. 


Cord Games 


I happened .to come across recently 
an extract from “ Cotton’s Compleat 
Gamester,’’ published in 1674, which 
states that “ Five Cards is an Irish game, 
and is much played in that kingdom,,. for 
considerable sums of money, as All-Fours 
is played in Kent, and Post and Pair in 
the West of England. The latter game 
migrated to America, and eventually be- 
came elaborated into Poker. It is inte- 
resting to note, however, that the Irish 
game of Five Cards appears to have been 
almost identical with the English game of 
Maw, which was fashionable in the days 
of James .I. That rather indolent 
monarch émployed a servant to hold his 
cards, but seems to have been an indif- 
ferent player, as he could not remember 
the order of the trumps. Before Maw, 
Primero, which is mentioned by Falstaff, 
seems to have been the favourite game. 
In remote country’ districts of: Ireland, 
where the mysteries* of Contract Bridge 
have not yet penetrated, SpoilFive and 


. Twenty-Five are still popular, and only 


the other day I saw a group of Dublin 
taxi-drivers playing the ancient game of 
Spoil Five with a pack of small cards 
collected from. cigarette packets. Unkind 
critics might assume, by way of analogy, 
that it is one of our national characteris- 
tics to “‘spoil’’ the other fellow if we 
cannot scoop the pool ourselves. 


A New Graffic Inspector 


I hear that the authorities of the Civic 
Guard have taken a step which it is hoped 
may lead to some improvement in the 
regulation of Dublin _ street traffic. 
Readers of the “ Diary” may remember 
that I expressed regret when the redoubt- 
able Inspector, Hurley was transferred 
from traffic duties on his promotion to 
the rank of superintendent. Since then 
my regrets were considerably modified 
by the diplomatic and effective way in 
which his successor, Inspector O’Riordan. 
handled the daily increasing problems of 
motor trafic. Now, instead of adopting 
my suggestion that an officer with; the 
rank of superintendent and inspectorial 
assistants should be assigned to traffic 
duties, the powers that be have decided to 
cut the city into two for transport 
sg assigning he North side of the 

iffey to Inspector O'Riordan and pro- 
moting Sergeant Sheridan, of the Traffic 
Department, to the rank of inspector in 
charge of the South side. Though the 
new arrangement seems to be a peculiar 
one, both officers, needless to say, have 
na wishes for success in their difficult 
tasks. 


Anti-Rheumatics 


I do not know whether the Irish climate 
is specially conducive to rheumatism, but 
this complaint seems to be more frequently 
discussed than any other malady, except 
the common cold. The popular remedies 
are many and varied, and appear to require 
varying degrees of faith to ensure their 
eficacy. Perhaps, the simplest of all is 
the piece of raw potato or lump of coal 
carried in a small bag next the person. 
Some years ago a brisk trade was ai in 
anti-rheumatic rings, which looked like 
ordinary rings, but were supposed to be in 
some way “ electrical.’’ Sailors believe in

The latest 
fashionable “' cure ” is a locket contain 
a preparation of iodine, but I understan 


the wea of these have to reckon with 
the olitaceley sense vi hair neighbours. 
Even physicians have had fashions of their 
own in treating rheumatism. Some were 
inclined to suspeet dental trouble, others 
the tonsils; but the drastic method of 
extracting all the patient’s teeth is no 
longer practised as much as was formerly 
the case. Probably rheumatism is one of 
those diseases in which prevention is better 
than cure, and a great deal would seem to 
depend on correct diet, fresh air and 
healthy exercise. 


A Five Years’ Drought 


Now and then the authorities in Ireland 
become alarmed at the prospect of a 
drought. I have heard their warnings de- 
scribed by a County Dublin man as 
“ yelpin” about the Varthry water. ’ 
Usually their fears have “tae to be 
unnecessary. In aletterdated January Ist, 
1935, an gale! y farming in Canada, 
tells me what a drought can do when it 
goes on for several years. Having painted 
a gloomy picture of the farming outlook, 
he writes: ‘‘ It is not so much’ the bad 
yrices we are up against, but we have had. 
ve consecutive years of drought, and the 
ground is dry down several feet, so unless 
there is a lot of rain next spring it looks 
bad for our next crop. I had only eight 
bushels of wheat to the acre last year, 
and six the year before; our usual yield is 
about thirty bushels.”” Then, after a 
detailed account of tilling operations out 
there, he adds: “ The land here never 
gets cloddy or sodden with ‘rain—worse 
uck.’’ According to this friend, there 
has been a desperate flight from the 
drought-stricken areas, to the moister 
climate further north, for, the further 
south one goes, the more serious are the 
conditions; ‘‘ pastures bare as a floor, and 
animals dying for want of food and water. 
One can see pitiful sights of families 
moving out of drought-stricken places in 
covered wagons, like they used to travel 
in the old pioneering days, all their 
belongings in the wagon, and some of the 
men-folk on horseback or driving. Some- 
times :t takes the horses and cattle five 
weeks to get to their destination, for the 
half-starved animals cannot travel fast. 
The Government has shipped some cows 
from those places and sold them for five 
shillings each.” 


Channel Crossing 


I suppose that, even under modern con- 
ditions, there are few who contemplate 
the passage from Holyhead to Dublin on 
a stormy day with any degree of en- 
thusiasm. hat must it have been in 
the days when the crossing was made 
in a sailing vessel? Tate Wilkinson, a 
celebrated comedian and mimic in his day, 
came to Dublin in the year 1758, and has 
left on record some account of his ex- 
periences. He left for Ireland in the 
company of the famous actor Samuel 
Foote, to fulfil an engagement at the 
Smock Alley Theatre, then under the 
management of Thomas Sheridan, father 
of Richard Brinsley Sheridan. Wilkinson 
and Foote reached Holyhead at 9 p.m., 
and found that port “all dark fr dis- 
mal.’’ They boarded the boat belonging 
to the packet, and were tossed about for 
some time on ‘waves most dreary to be- 
hold.”” When handed into the packet 
Wilkinson had an experience familiar to 
many modern passengers. He asked for 
a bed, but was informed by the steward 
that all available accommodation had been 
reserved. This really meant, he soon 
discovered, that the great people who 
were travelling had d high prices for 
the beds, and even the famous Mr. Foote 
had nowhere to lay his head. The two 
actors then sought the public cabins, 
but found that the conditions there re- 
sembled the ‘‘ Rlack Hole of Calcutta.” 
Wilkinson did not remember much more 
until he found himself drinking brandy 
with Mr. Foote in a. tavern in College 
Green the following evening, after which 
he went to visit some friends in Abbey 
street. On crossing Essex Bridge his 
spirits were “ vastly revived by the num- 
ber of lamps, sedan chairs, carriages and 
footmen with flambeaux, so that the city 
seemed to resemble another London.”

He had been with them 
before, first as Dean of King’s College, 
London; then as Dean of Exeter, and he now 
came as Dean of St. Paul's. On behalf of the 
audience and himself he offered Dr. Matthews 
congratulations on the dignity he had 
attained, and had eve belief that the 
illustrious succession would be worthily main- 
tained during his period in the Deanery. 


THE LECTURE 


The Dean of St. Paul's said that the nature, 
or ay it would be better to say, the 
problem of religion was one which must 
present itself to every thinking man, whether 
& believer in any specified religion or not; fon 
there was reéligion, a vast, wide-reaching 
historical phenomenon, among the greatest, if 
not the greatest of influuences, which had 
moulded men’s minds, governed their conduct 
and created /theit civilisations. No consider- 
able portion of the human race ever existed 
without some kind of religion, but, said the 
lecturer, there is the rub—the different 
kinds of religion which have flourished. 
and still flourish, give us pause. What 
inconceivable diversity? What a bewilder- 
ing range of values from the gross and 
degrading superstition of fetish worshippers 
to the pure and: intellectual worship of an 
Augustine! What motley array forms the 
objects men worship! The same name covers 
the most diversified material 

The lecturer said that he did not. propose to 
examine the burning question—what is 
Christianity, or any particular form of 
religion, but he proposed to consider what 
religion essentially was. Part of that problem 
was its relation with other aspects and 
activities of mind—for example, morality and 
art, and, further, whether it was a permanent 
and necessary expression of man’s spirit. 
destined to endure as long as the human race; 
or, on the contrary, was a transitory phase 
of evolution of culture, founded on illusion 
and destined to disappear. 


PSYCHOLOGY OF RELIGION 


In this lecture he wanted to deal with the 
psychological analysis of religion. Of course, 
it would be absurd, he said. to attempt to 
survey the whole field of the psychology of | 
religion in that lecture. All he could do was 
to attempt to deal with some relevant con- 
siderations. Many would tell them at present 
that there was no need to look further than 
the researchés of empirical psychology—that 
analysis would solve the problem of what was 
thé nature and also the destiny of religion. 
It. was the custom of some philosophers and 
theologians to waive these pretensions of 


gious experience and religion without any 
reference to. psychology. He could not adopt 
that lordly attitude, but he hoped to show 
that psychology could not really answer their 
question—though it. had much to contribute 
towards the answer. 

There were two main questions they had to 
answer. ‘The first was what elements did the 
psychological aualysis find to be universal, or 
almost universal in the state of mind which 
was called religion’ The second question 
was: What weight. if any, could they allow 
the psychological theories of the origin of 
religion, which would suggest that religion 
is explained away by psycho-analysis, and 
has been idiienatwesed. by psychological 
methods: to he an illusion’ 


+» THE WORD “ INSTINCT” 


Thé word “‘ instinct,’’ said the lecturer, 
was a very present help in  intéllectual 
trouble, and ‘pedple were accustomed to 
dismiss "moat of theit perplexities about 
human nature by use of the word. This was 
notably the case when dealing with religion. 
They frequently heard the expression re- 
ligious instinct, but very few people stopped 
to inquire what they méan by religious in- 
stinct. In considering this they must dis- 
tinguish between two different questions: Was 
there a specific religious instinct, just as 
there ‘seemed to á specific sex instinct? 
ahd, second: Had religions an instinctive 
basis closely connected with the instinctive 
nature of man? In his opinion, they had to 
answer the first question in the negative: 

re was no religious instinct. The answer 
to the second question was in the affirma- 
tive: Religion was founded upon the instinc- 
tave nature of man. His own view was that 
there was an immediate apprehension or in- 
tuition of Ged in all human minds, but no 
religious. instinct. 

Dr. Matthews quoted Archbishop Paley’s 
definition of. instinct as ' a propensity prior 
to experience, and rac LÁ hE ann. of instruc- 
tion,” and went on to say that the subli- 
mation of instinct was one of the most impor- 
tant. discoveries. of the modern paar oo 
was general agreement among psychologists 
that sublimation did actually happen, and 
consisted of the transfer of some psychic 

ergy from the natural object to some other 
objéect of a more ideal and socially useful 
kind. “This, of course, was specially notable 
in the sex instinct, which, if allowed its full 
play, would in time tend to break ip 
civilised: society. The sublimated instinct, 
then, was an instinctive. force directed 
towards an ideal. object, and the 


t importance, because, in the first place, 
it provided a safety valve for instinctive 
energy, which otherwise might be destruc- 
tive. to society and the individual, and, 
secondly, it could be harnessed in the service 
of great super-individual values—beauty, 
goodness and truth. : 


RELIGIOUS SENTIMENT

AFTER EIGHTEEN MONTHS 
Three bills held up by the Senate have 
now completed their period of probation 
of eighteen months, and it is presumed 
that when the Dail meets on the 13th 
February a motion will be made to send 
them again to the Senate, as prescribed in 
the Constitution, with a view to having 
them finally passed. The bills are:—

The first of these is the bill which re- 
moved the Commercial Register for Dublin 
Corporation elections, by which a certain 
number of members of the Corporation 
were elected on a special franchise. 

Constitution (Amendment No. 19) Bill 
reduces the power of delaying bills by the 
Senate from eightcen months to three 
months. When this bill becomes law the 
Senate will be able to hold up a bill for 
three months only. 

The third bill is that which proposes to 
extend the full Dail franchise to voters at 
local government elections. This means 
that all persons of both sexes over the age 
of 21 may vote at these elections. 


Whether Great Britain is willing to 
enter into further commitments regarding 
the peace of Europe will be a qustion 
undriying the talks which will take place 
in London at the end of this week between 
British and French Ministers.

The talks, which will open on Friday, 
will be in the nature of a general review 
of the European situation, with special 
reference to disarmament (says Reuter’s 
Diplomatic Correspondent). 

While the question of the eventual 
abrogation by the former Allied Powers of 
Chapter Five of the Treaty of Versailles 
is likely to come up for discussion, it must 
not be taken that this suggested method 
of dealing with Germany’s re-armament 
will necessarily form the keystone of the 
whole structure of the talks. 

The tendency in London is to seek to 
keep the whole field of discussion for the 
moment as fluid as possible, and as a re- 
sult the question of German re-armament 
takes its place in the British mind as only 
one of a whole series of problems, which 
include such questions as security and 
general guarantees for international peace. 


LOCARNO WITH NEW

A reaffirmation of Locarno, but with 
teeth added, in the shape of a British 
promise of air assistance in the event of 
France being attacked, is most unlikely.

The Times in a leading article to-day 
remarks :—The Minister of Labour did a 
good deal yesterday to dispel the wide- 
spread anxiety which has been expressed 
during two days’ debate in the House of 
Commons about the effect of the new relief 
regulations put into operation by the 
Unemployment Assistance Board three 
weeks ago.

relief.

Mr. Maxton (Labour) said tnat Sir Dennis 
Herbert (Chairman of Cemmuttees) was in 
the chair at the time, and it seemed te him 
that the point of order raised by Mr. Knight 
was a religion on the conduct of the chair. 

Sir Dennis Herbert observed that any 
occupant of the chair might let things slip 
which he should not have allowed to slip, 
but the matter was not raised last night and 
no questions were asked about it. | 

Mr. Buchanan (Labour) confessed that he 
did say things which in cool, calm and col- 
lected moments he should not have said.

He said that it was fitting, 
by virtue of his office as Chief Justice of the 
King’s Bench Division, the Court which 
supervises the decisions of the justices when 
necessary, that he should be President of the 
Association. As head. of the Judiciary he 
was in the position of the Lord Chancellor, 
but, unlike him, he had no voice or control 


in the appointment of justices, and no 
cautionary or disciplinary powers over 
them.” 


QUESTIONS FOR MINISTER 


His lordship ao pointed out that to-day 
Justices of the Peace were appointed by the 
Minister of Home Affair$, with or without 
the recommendation of His Majesty's Lieu- 
tenant of each county. On this point magistrates 
present could draw their own conclusions and 
make their own comments, but Sir Robert 
suggested that it might be opportune to ask 
the Minister of Home Affairs’ the 
following questions>—‘* While the bill 
was being drafted by the permanent 
officials of the Ministry, with whom 
did he take counsel? Was the advice of the 
Lord Chief Justice sought and obtained? If so, 
in what form, and in what terms, was the 
communication made to his lordship and on 
what date?’ 

The Free State Government cut the Gordian 
knot by substituting for the lay magistracy 
paid district judges, and the Northern 
Government had made a first step in that 
direction by reducing, through piecemeal 
legislation, some of the judicial powers of the 
justices ; but, in so doing. had created absurd 
anomalies, besides “casting a slur,” as the 
Lord.

THE BETTING LAWS 


‘‘ During the Jast five years,” added Sir 
Robert, “this Association has repeatedly 
exposed the conduct of certain magistrates.

to give a friendly hand to defendants charged

The Magistrates’ Association can do no 
more; the remedy is in your own hands, and 
you can tell your M.P.’s and the Government 
that ‘“‘We won't have it,” continued Sir 
Robert. I would add, as my final word of 
counsel, that you should impress upon our 
Prime Minister that we have no desire to see 
the bill rejected by Parliament, because that 
would be a serious rebuff to the Government
